Black smoke 
was coming from our stack that day,

" Gereke explained to the Court that his 
company for five years has been using 
efficient smoke-c but that 
the apparatus was being repaired on the 
day the inspector saw the smoke. As- 
sistant Smoke Ingpector Gaul verified 
this statement, and, on recommendation 
of Moss, Judge Miller permitted Gereke.

This is due to aj 





population than any other ——, 


CONVICT PRISON 
GETS CHRISTMAS 
BRIDE AND PAROLE 


Clarence Beauchamp Is Bride- 
_ groom at First Wedding. Held 


hoe in Penitentiary. 





ONCE HAD BEEN LIBERATED 





Second Trial at Freedom Granted 


Only on Condition of Im- 
mediate Marriage. 





JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 23.—A parole 
from prison and a bride were Clarence 
Beauchamp’s Christmas gifts. His mar- 
riage this morning to Mrs. Ruth Ritch 
of Kennett was the first that ever took 
place in the Missouri Penitentiary. 

Beauchamp was convicted of assault 
to kill last October in the Circuit Court 
of Dunklin County, and was paroled 
oy Judge Fort. While under parole he 
became engaged to marry Mrs. Ritch. 

Judge Fort, who did not know of the 
engagement, revoked the parole because 
Beauchamp: was arrested while intox- 
ieated, and he was brought here to the 
penitentiary. 

Before Beauchamp had assumed the 
convict’s garb, Judge Fort, who had 
preceded him to Jefferson City ‘to lay 
the matter before Gov. Hadley, had pro- 
cured the Governor’s promise that he 
would grant a new parole. Mrs. Ritch 
was with him, and herself carried the 
parole to the penitentiary, to liberate 
her fiance. 

The marriage took place in the war- 
den’s office. The Rev. J. A. Martin, 
chaplain of the penitentiary, performed 
the ceremony. The witnesses were 
Henry Andrae, warden; A. P. Grim- 
shaw, chief clerk, and Charles P..Haw- 
kins of Dunklin County, Beauchamp’s 
lawyer. 

“And a merry Christmas, to you,” 
said Andrae after Mrs, Ritch had been 
made Mrs.. Beauchamp. 

“It will be the-merriest Christmas and 
happiest New Year I ever had,”’ Beau- 
champ deélared. 


Mr. ahd Mrs. Beauchamp departed for. 


Kennett on an afternoon train. The 
former Mrs. Ritch apparently is about 
30 years olf and prepossessing. She 
owns 5 acres of land in. Arkansas, 
Beauchamp’s attorney says, and will go 
there to reside. Beauchamp is a young 
farmer. | 
Judge Goen With Mra. Ritch. 

When Mrs. Ritch was’ apprised that 
her affianced husband’s parole had been 
revoked she hastened before Judge Fort 
and explained the situation... She told 
him that she and Beauchamp were en- 
gaged to marry and that he must undo 
his act. Judge Fort explained that he 
could do nothing personally, but volun- 
tcered to accompany her to Jefferson 
City and get the Governor to grant a 
parole. 

When the case was laid before Gov. 
Hadley he assented readily to parole 
Beauchamp, provided he would refrain 
from intoxicants in the future and 
marry Mrs. Ritch at once and make her 


a good husband.

TERM AND 3 OTHER SENTENCES 


Leigh Rhodus Will Be Prevented 
From Making Future Appli- 
cation for Parole. . 


CHICAGO, Dec. 2%.—Leigh Rhodus, 
known to the police as the Candy Kid 
robber, who, when arrested in East St. 
Louis for burglary a month ago, con- 
fessed to two murders in Chicago be- 
cause he said he preferred a murder 
trial in Chicago to a burglary trial in 
Yast St. Louis, today was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

Rhodus’ victims were Dr. William 8. 
Michaelis and Anton Heigib, a con- 
tractor, both of whom resisted robbery. 
In addition to the life senteneg Judge 
Kersten alsg sentenced Rhodug to serve 
three indeterminate terms ——— 
ment, each from one year to life im- 
prisonment. This was to forestall pos- 
sible applications for parole later, it 
was announced. 








CHEERED BY GIRLS,

DAWN WITH ROPES 


Washington U. Freshies Win 
* Annual Class Rush in a 
Hard Battle. 





FLAG TORN FROM TREE 


Upper Classmen: Are Imprisoned 
in Pool Room but They 
Escape—One Hurt. 


The freshmen of Washington Univer- 
sity won the annual class fight Friday 
with their traditional enemies, the 
sophomores. 
raged on a platform 25 feet dbove the 
ground, built around the trunk of a 


tree in the branches of which fluttered | 


the sophomore pennant. 

The tree is at the Hanley and For- 
sythe roads, in Clayton. The platform, 
six feet square, was built of six-by-six 


timbers, bolted together and to the 
tree and supported by steel cables. Sev- 
en men, the pick of the —— 
class, defended it. 

The co-eds of the university and the 
upper-classmen gathered in the cold 
dawn around.a bonfire to watch the 
fight and to applaud the prowess of 
their favorites. 

Reserves Called Oat. 

The battle began at:7 a. m. At 8: 30 
o’clock the tide was setting so strongly 
in favor of the freshmen that Leo Mc- 
Carthy, president of the sophomores 
and a former Central High football star, 
gave the signal for the reserves. It 
was Napoleon calling upon Ney to 
charge the enemy, and the sortie re- 
sulted as disastrously. At the sound of 
two shots from McCarthy’s revolver 40 
sophomores dashed from a ravine be- 
hind the tree, where they had lain in 
concealment, and attacked the freshmen 
about the foot of the tree, trying to pull 
down the ladders with which they were 
sending men to the platform. 

Outnumbered More than two to one, 
the sophomores were unequal to the task 
set for them. Within 20 minutes all of 
them had been bound with ropes and 
they lay on the ground about the tree, 
contemplating With saddened eyes the 


jsure defeat of the gallant defenders on. 


the platform. 
Defenders Spend. Night. 

The .weapons used were ropes, cut 
into two-foot lengths. The rules of the 
fight forbade the use of fists or of any 
other weapon than the ropes. 

Those chosen to defend the platform 
with McCarthy were B. Vollmer, Frank 
Berryhilh, Ben Morrell, Walter Wills, 
Edward Sutherland and Ira Koenig. 
They and their companions began build- 
ing it soon after dark fell Thursday, 
and the seven spent the night there. 
They had oil stoves, blankets and food. 

It was 4:15 a. m. when a squad of 
freshman scouts discovered the where- 
abouts of the pennant. The sopho- 
more class colors are maroon and gray, 
but the pennant was of dark brown 
stuff, in order that it might be less 
conspicuous, with the numerals 1913 on 
it in white. The platform had been 
painted dark brown also. 

Fight of the freshmen succeeded in 
getting onto the platform despite a 
vigorous pounding from sophmoric 
ropes. They were Paul. Nelson, Boise 
Potthoff, Edward Galt, William 
Souther, C. Griffith, Arthur Dodson, 
Herbert Coste and Lux Béck. 

It was Bock whose figure finally 
swung clear of the writhing mass on 
the platform to a branch above it. He 
climbed agilely into the tree, fight- 
ing off the frantic sophomores, and 
tore the pennant from its place. The 
victory was won. 


Sophomore Is Injured. 

The only man whose injuregis required 
thé attention of a physician was Verne 
Lacy, a sophomore. He was in charge 
of a squad which lay in wait on the 
Forsythe road near Clayton for unwary 
freshmen. Six of them approached, and 
tie sophomores, who had learned the 
enemies’ countersign, lured them on by 
giving it. In the fight which ensued, 
Lacy was thrown to the ground and 
cut his leg on a broken bottle. It was 
mecessary to take seven stitches in the 
wound. 


Imprisoned in Pool Reom. 
Thirty sophomores were imprisoned in 
the poolroom at West End Heights 
during the early part of the night, but 
their captivity was of brief duration.

1Finally an automobilist came along, 


who had a jack screw in his car, and 
he got the weight off the man’s body 
about the time that the policemen 
came: Later the young man whom I 
had first seen returned, and asked 
over and over, ‘How ds he?’ I asked 
him why he hadn't come back when 
I called, and he said he didn't hear 
me, and that he was in a hurry to call 
help. He said he had telephoned to 
the home of the man that was hurt.” 

Drew, who had been under the car for 
20 or 2% minutes, was taken in a passing 
automobile to St. Luke’s Hospital, where 
he died. The automobilist who lifted 
the machine from him was L. T.. High- 
jieyman of Webster Groves. 

Think They Saw a Trunk. 

Both Gallagher and R. A. Holland, 
superintendent of the Art Museum, who 
arrived before the machine was lifted, 
said they saw a heavy case, ‘like a 
steamer trunk, in the Johnson automo- 
bile, and that it formed part of the 
weight. They said the tracks in the 
road indicated that the machine had run 
lirectly into the embankment at the 
cufve. 7 . 

The dangerous character of the curve 
at that point for automobiles is shown 
by the records of the Mounted Police 
District, which show that five accidents, 
in each of which someone was injured, 
occurred there in 1909. The list is as 
follows: — 

‘May Zi, 1909, automatstic owned and 
driven by Edward McDonald, with two 
passengers, skidded into the ditch.

July 1, 1909, Arnold M. Jerwich’s au- 
tomobile, with three ——— skidded 
into the ditch. 

Sept. 5, 1909, Caspar Leyken drove his 
automobile carrying five passengers into 
the ditch.

His End Terminates Long Feud 
in the Gang Known as 
Egan’s -Rats. 


Thomas, alias Red, Kane is:dead and 
the Egan’s Rats gang feud slumbers. 
Two men were slain in the course of 
the feud.. The widow of one‘ died frqm 
the indirect effects of a wound self- 
inflicted in the fear of assassination. 
Kane’s death was natural. 

Kane, who killed Fred Mohrie, alias 
Yellow Kid, in April, 1909, in revengs 
for the killing of Constable Samuel J. 
Young by Mohrle, died Thursday even- 
ing at the St. Louis Baptist Hospital, 


following an operation for kidney trou- 
ble. 
He Feared Young. 

The feud started when Mohrle broke 
with Egan's Rats, a Democratic geng, 
and went over to the Republicans, He 
was a marked man 
and feared Constable Samuel J, Young. 

Young went to Mohrie’s coal yard, at 
Eighteenth and Morgan streets, on @ 
Sunday afternoon. ~Mohrle and Edward 
Wright were pitching horseshoes be- 
Young called to 
Mohrle to sell him some bottled beer. 
Mohrle refused and Young: started to 
climb the\fence. Mohrle and Wright 
fired through the fence and one of 
Mohrle’s bullets struck him. 

Young staggered into the _ street 
and fell dead. His revolver was 
found under his body. . 

Mohrle’ and Wright were charged 
with killing Young. The defense was 
to. have been that Young went there 
to carry out the gang’s sentence of 
death on Mohrile. 

Kané had been, Young’s deputy. 
On the day that Molirle’s case was 
to havé gene to trial and he was sit- 
ting in the Criminal Court at the 
Four Courts with his attorney, Chas. 
P. Johgson, somebody told him he 
was nted in the corridor. Johnson 
advised him not to go, but he went. 
Kane was standing on the steps lead- 
ing to the second floor. He shot and 
killed Mohrle. 

Wright Becomes Crazed. 

“Wright became crazed with fear of as- 
sassination by the gang and during the 
weeks that followed several times fired 
wildly at imaginary assassins, wound- 
ing two persons, and finally had -to be 
taken. to a, hospital far .treatment, 

Mrs: Marie Mohrle, who became 
known as the gang widow, expected to 
be killed, and when her revolver was 
stolen from her room she attributed the 
theft to the gang. The feeling that she 
was marked for death weighed so 
greatly on her mind that she attempted 
to kill Herself with @ revolver. She did 
not die at that time, but did die several 
months ago “in Oklahoma from. blood 
poisoning due to the old wound. 

During Kane’s trial a large force of 
policemen was on guard all the time to 
prevent his assassination, which was 
feared. He was charged with first- 
degree murder, but the jury found him 
guilty of second-degree murder and 
fixed his purlishment at 12 years in the 
penitentiary. 

He took an appeal to the Missouri 
Supreme Court, which was pending at 
the time of his death. He had algo been 
convicted of fraudulent voting and his 
punishment had been fixed-at two and 
a half years in the penitentiary, but an 


appeal had also been taken in that case. 


Tried to Trick Court, 
An instance of the methods employed 


to defeat justice in the trial of Kane’ 


was the filing of an affidavit for a 
continuance that Thomas Kané was 
sick at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. 
It was found that the Thomas Kane 
who was sick there was another Thomas 
Kane, whose board f~vas being paid by 
Constable Mike Kinney. 

The time of Kane's funeral has not 
been fixed but it will take place from 
his late home, 926 North Twenty-second 
street.

Believes It Has Angered Arkan- 
sas Neighbors, but Won’t 
Abandon Plantation. 


Russell EB. Gardner thinks a wire 
fence he is building around his 7000- 
acre hunting preserve and plantation at 
Fruts Landing, Ark., is responsible for 
the animosity of some of the residents 


thereabouts, The fence is five feet 
high, and is intended to keep pot- 
hunters off the preserve. _ 

Press dispatches Friday said that 
Gardner had deserted his preserve on 
account of threats against him in 
anonymous letters. Gardner admits the 
threats, but denies that he has aband- 
oned his preserve. 

“I'm a hunter myself,” he observed. 
“The sign of the skull and cross bones 
doesn’t frighten me. I came up to St. 
Louls to spend the holidays. Barly in 
January I’m Yoing back to my planta- 
tion and kill turkeys. 


Fence Will Be 25 Miles Long. 


“T've spent 15 years building up that 
place, improving it and stoéking it with 
big game, and I expect to enjoy it. 
Those threats came from pothunters, 
who want to hunt on my grounds. I 
am putting up a wire fence which will 
be % miles long when completed, and I 
have game wardens patroling it. In 
that country you have to hunt on 
horseback, and the wire fence will pre- 
vent pothunters from getting in. 

‘‘When you try to improve a rural com- 
munity of that sort you create a lot of 
talk. Some of the residents didn’t like 
it because I offered a $1 bonus for 
every’ rattler killed on my place. They 
said it was one Way of increasing the 
negroes’ wages. The first year I of- 
fered that bonus they brought me 105 


rattlesnakes. The reservation is prac- 


tically clear of them now. 

“I bullt good houses for the 600 ne- 
groes on My plantation, and I see that 
tney are well fed, Tuat created some 
talk, too.”’ 

Spends Money Lavishly. 

The report that Gardner intended to 
abandon the place arose from the fact 
that he put it in the hands of a firm 
of local real estate agents. He did this, 
he sald, so that it would have constant 
attention. He spénds less than. half his 
time there. 

The plantation is south of Memphis, 
fronting three miles on the Mississippi 
River. Gardner has extended lavish 
hospitality to his friends there. 

Gardner, reputed to be a millionaire, 
ig one of the unique characters of St. 
Louis. -He likes to spend money better 
than he likes to make it. Once he gave 
away $10,000 among the employes of hia 
buggy manufacturing plant, and at an- 
other time he took them 4ll to a the- 
ater.

LISBON, Dec. 23.—The plan of gov- 
ernment for the new Portuguese Re- 
public has been elaborated by the Pro-

parliamentary system of France, with 
certain modifications adopted from the:

charter or not. Why should the Municipal As- 
sembly presume to say whether the people will 
decide this question wisely or unwisely? If any 
of them are certain the new instrument is bad 
or undesirable, they may trust the people to find 
it out before Jan. 31. 

The quality or desirability or undesirability of 
the charter itself has nothing whatever to do 
with the time of voting on it. If it isto be killed. 
and the time and effort of its framers are to be 
wasted, the voters should be the ones to do it. 
The only real function of the Municipal Assembly 
is the perfunctory one of setting in motion the 
machinery through whose operation the will of 
the people is to be learned. The opinions of the 
assemblymen as to the merits or demerits of the 
charter should be of no greater weight or value 
than' those of any other citizen or group of 
citizens. 

The Freeholders are the people’s representa- 
tives. They were charged with the performance 
of a specific duty. They have performed it. Pres- 
ently they will report officially the result of their 
labors. They ask a judgment on their work, not 
from the Municipal Assembly, but from the 
people. 

Are the people not to be trusted to pass on 
this work on Jan. 31 or any other time? Is it 
not the height of presumption for anyone to say 
that the people will not be qualified to pass judg- 
ment on that date? Is there a member of the 
Assembly who would confess his inability to 
come to a decision in this matter in five weeks?

ATE one autumm afternoon in 1491, |

The grizzled man was 

Christopher Columbus, a Genoese mart- 

ner. His few friends charitably called 

him a failure. The rest of ‘the world 
laughed at him as a harmiess lunatic. 

Columbus had. knocked about Eurcpe, 
sailing many seas, picking up a living 
sometimes as a soldier of fortune, some- 
times as a mechanic. In nothing had he 
scored a real suctess. Wool comber, 
book peddiler, merchant captain, pirate 
fighter, his voyages had carried him far 
pe field and taught him many — 
"and seemingly useless things. 

“Wherever ships have sailed,”’ hé once 
wrote, “there have I journeyed.” * 

In the course of his wanderings in 
Scandanavian waters he heard from 
Norse sailors the old tale of Leif Eric- 
son’s voyage to & wonderful westward 
land. The story excited the interest 
and envy of the man who hitherto had 
liked to boast that he had journeyed to 
every spot on earth “‘wherever ship has 
sailed.” Columbus had read the books 
he sold, especially those dealing with 
science. And at length,he had worked 
out the strange theory that made his 
fellows brand him insane. 

His idea in brief, was this: That the 
world was not a vast flat plain, with 
somewhere a “Jumping-off place,’ as 
most folk of his day thought.

Taft Himself Brings Details of 
Unrest on the Island to, the 
State Department. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ef the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—It. developed 


today that 9 part of the Government’s 
information regarding the critical situa- 
tion in Cuba—which it is expected will 
call for intervention this winter—was 
brought back by President Taft- him- 
self on his return from Panama recently. 

On his way back the President stopped 





at Guantanamo to inspect the site select- 


Jed by Secretary Meyer for a naval base 


to guard the Panama Canal. It was 
learned today that on that occasion rep- 
resentatives of both President Gomez 
and the opposition factions described the 
conditions of the’ island, each from 
their own viewpoint, in such detail] that 
the President had personal] confirma- 
tion of reports that have reached the 
State Department of the disrupted and 
corrupted conditions in Cuba. 

“Official denials’’ today of early inter- 
vention and of Cuban conditions in gen- 
eral were made; there was no revélu- 
tion at. present, and therefore no inten- 
tion of sending troops: to ‘Cone at this 
particular time. 

Fleet to Carry 1000 Marines. 

Nevertheiess, between Jan: 1 and 9 the 
entire American battleship fleet, with 
one thousand or more marines aboard, 
will be in Guantanamo waters. It was 
announced at the Navy Department to- 
day that the fleet will go direct to 
Guantanamo from its European, cruise. 

Huntington Wilson, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, by going over the records 
of reports made to that department by 
Minister Jackson at Havana, confirmed 
every feature regarding the conditions 
in ‘Cuba as set forth in the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

Dickinson Refeses to Talk. 

While Secretary Dickinson refused to 


talk of the Cuban situation, an army / 


gfficer of high rank and officially fa- 
miiiar with conditions in Cuba said 
that “the present Government of Cuba 
is a@ government by assassination.”’ 

So serious is the situation there, and 


so. near-is the opposition verging on a 


revolution, that President Gomez has 
stripped the standing army of all .am- 
munition. This information, on file in 
the War Department, was received. re- 
cently. 

When Gen. Guerrera, Head of the 


army, was forced to resign & few weeks } 


ago, President Gomez feared the army 


would follow him and be a‘strong factor | 


in his deposition, which he apprehended 
was to be attempted. ' It.was’ for this 
reason ‘that he relieved the soldiers of 
their ammunition and turned it°all over 
to the Rural Guard, the organization 
as strong as the standihg army numer- 
ically and in sympathy with-Gomez. 


Gomez Fears Assassination. 

PresideNt Gomez is in deadly fear of 
assassination at the hands of his rivals. 
A majority of them belteve that there 
is a scheme on foot to’ retain Gomez as 
"President, despite frequent declarations 
of his intentions to step down at the 
end. of his present term. 

Evidence of this scheming, it is de- 
clared, is to be found in the -recent 
unsuccessful attempt to send Gen. Guer- 
rera® who resigned as head,of the army, 
out of the’country on a foreign mission. 
Guerreta, ‘a hero of the ‘revolution,’ 
has never made any secret of his presi- 
dential aspirations. Had he consented 
to take the trip out ot the country 
a dangerous candidate against the re- 
election of Gomez wouid have been elim- 
inated. 

Guerrera did not go, however. He re- 
signed ahd declared He’ would fight 
Gomez. His refusal to leave Cuba is be- 
lieved by officers of the War Depart- 
ment to presage a revolution. . These of- 
ficers believe that at a.word the army 
which Guerrara Commanded will de- 
sert Gomez and flock ‘to  Guerrera’s 


standard. *
